MUSHROOMS.

Culture Most flower seeds germinate well in a rather light sandy loam. A general rule for the seed-bed is to 
e have the soil rich, level and worked very finely. Sow the seed evenly in the rows, cover with the finest of 
soil, about three times the diameter of the seed. and press the soil firmly over the seed. The soil should never be- 
come dry after the seeds have swelled. After the seeds are up, care must be taken to give them plenty of air and 
moisture. As soon as the second leaves are well out they should be transplanted into pots or new boxes. When finally 
transplanted to the bed or border they should be watered frequently until well established.
